A blond voung Atlanta airman 
walked away with only a scratch 


from a threefold threat of death 
Wednesday after his plane crashed 
into a power pole ana a maze of 
high voltage wires and burned 
within a block of his North Side 
home. 

Torger Kleven, 23, of 301 Four- 
teenth St.. N. W., was the lad with 
a charmed life who frightened the 
wits out of residents at Fourteenth 
Street and Atlantic Drive, and 
later was lucky to be arrested in- 
stead of dead.

Dooly Dirt Discards Its Crutches 


By RALPH McGILL 


DOOLY COUNTY—Back in 1937 a young 
man named D. L. Hardegee cut loose from home 
and rented some land for a try at farming. His 
folks were farmers, having moved to Dooly from 
Coweta County. 

Two years later he found some land for sale 
by a life insurance company wifich was pretty 
sick of owning this particular piece of land, It 
had had five or six owners in the previous 10 
years. It was run-down and “pesty.” 

The last owner had surrendered it to the 
insurance company with something like a sigh of 
relief. He had lost it trying to grow cotton on 
land that demanded more and more fertilizer 
which he couldn’t buy, and produced, therefore, 
less and less cotton. 

The succeeding renters had done a little 
“natching” with peanuts, corn and cotton, all of 
which take minerals and substance from the soil 
and leave it poor indeed. 

They had tried it a year, and then moved 
on, members of that pathetic and poverty- 
stricken tribe of failures, largely blameless, who 
move from year to year to one poor piece of land 
after another, always hoping. Their poor cotton 
and their short, yellow corn may be seen beside 
the poor shacks on land owned by some bank 
or mortgage company on almost any road one 
travels. 

For the last year it had had no tenant at all.

‘Freeze Law on 
Social Security 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—(UP)— 
President Truman Wednesday ap- 
proved legislation freezing the 
Social Security tax at its present 
rate, but he vetoed eight other 
bills, including one Congress sent 
him in response to his plea for a 
National Science foundation. 

Under the “freeze” law, the tax 
on both employers and employees | 
will remain at one percent until 
Jan, 1, 1950. It will go up to one 
and one-half percent on that date 
and to two percent on Jan. 1, 1952. 

Mr. Truman vetoed the Science 
Foundation Bill with “great re- 
gret,” but said he found it “un- 
wieldy and unworkable’’—a far 
cry from the legislation he fre-' 
quently had requested. 

The President acted on a total 
of 18 bills during the day, leaving 
him with only 12 to go before he 
cleans up the stack of 194 meas- 
ures which Congress piled on his 
desk during the adjournment rush. 

Among the 10 bills which the 
President signed was a measure 
granting full subsistence allow- 
“jJances to veterans undergoing ‘“on- 

'the-farm” training. He approved 

ithe bill over the objections of the 

‘Veterans’ Administration, which 

‘had contended that farm trainees 

‘are not entitled to the same pay- 

men‘s as industrial “on-the-job” 

trainees, because they receive less 

‘instruction.

PINE RIDGE, S. D., Aug. 6 
(P)—The Oglalla Sioux, who 
danced their ancient sun dance 
during the past war to bring 
victory to American forces, 
performed the colorful rite 
again Wednesday to secure 
the peace. 

The dance continued with- 
out intermission for 24 hours. 
None of the Indians was per- 
mitted to eat or drink while 
it went on. 

On the pole around which 
the Indians danced was a 
painting on rawhide of a buf- 
falo, the friend of the Sioux. 
On the reverse side, accord- 
ing to custom, should have 
been a likeness of their 
enemy. A picture of Hitler or 
Tojo occupied this position 
during the war. This year the 
enemy side was blank. The 
Sioux Council last night voted 
down a motion to use Joseph 
Stalin’s picture. 

The Indians believe that a 
sun dancer establishes in the 
sun and in the presence of his 
people his possession of the 
four great virtues: bravery, 
generosity, fortitude and in- 
tegrity.

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Universal Military Training Inevitable? 


With world tensions continuing to be 
aggravated, the need for a strong, readily 
available military force becomes increas- 
ingly apparent. 

We have had the hope that this force 
might be raised in the traditional Ameri- 
can way, through voluntary enlistments. 


However, despite increased induce- 
ments, the nation’s youth is not respond- 
ing in the necessary volume. 


Figures just released indicate the 
Army failed to hit its monthly recruiting 
quota even in June, the high school grad- 
uation month and consequently usually 
highly productive of rookies. 


Only 24,830 men volunteered for serv- 
ice in June. While this was appreciably 
more than the 14,907 who signed up in 
May, it is still somewhat discouraging, 
leaving a deficit in authorized strength in 
excess of 70,000. 

There is a possibility, of course, that 
a change in the nation’s economic situa- 
tion could make the Army relatively more 
attractive with the result that additional 
men would enlist. 

Barring that, however, the only logi- 
cal answer seems to lie in early favorable 
action at the next Congressional session 
on the highly controversial measure pro- 
viding Compulsory Military Training.

Credit Sales Are Up 


An aspect of the present business situa- 
tion that will bear watching is pointed out 
in the current issue of the Monthly Re- 
view published by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta. 

While department stores and other re- 
tail outlets in this region are selling as 
much or more than a year ago, this is 
made possible only by a considerable in- 
crease in the amount of goods sold on the 
installment plan or on open credit. 

In June, for example, cash sales in 
department stores were down 14 percent 
from June of 1946, but open credit sales 
increased four percent and _ installment 
sales 71 percent.

It is a commendable undertaking, the 
sort of thing which other Georgia towns 
and cities should emulate. 


The Review explained that the increase 
in credit sales was due chiefly to two rea- 
sons. The first is that continued high 
prices of cost-of-living items leaves the 
consumer with less cash to spend on other 
items. And the second is that the return 
of competition has led retailers to urge 
customers to use their charge accounts 
and installment terms. 

The total amount of consumer credit 
outstanding already runs well over the 
prewar peak and there is no indication the 
trend will be reversed any time soon. In 
fact, release of Government controls over 
installment buying on Nov. 1 will give 
even greater impetus to credit buying. 

Apparently there is no reason for alarm 
over the situation, but it is one which 
could grow to serious proportions unless 
it is watched closely.

What To Plant 


Five Years for Civilization? 


WASHINGTON—Two years ago the first atomic bomb burst over Hiroshima. 
The survivors in that Japanese city are observing a three-day anniversary with 
prayers for the renunciation of war, gathering from 20,000 temporary dwellings and 
from houses that withstood the blast that killed 92,000 persons. 
And now, according to Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, Chicago University Chancellor,

Nations is taking steps to outlaw it, internationally, at 
Lake Success. Dr. Raphael Lemkin, author of the United 
Nations Genocide Resolution, and a kindly-looking gen- 
tleman on leave from Duke University, described the 
three macabre types of “genocides.” , 

One is physical, which is the killing of people, dt- 
rectly or indirectly. The second type is biological geno- 
cide, which can be described as a method of potential 
killing through sterilization, separating of the sexes or 
obstructing marriage. The third, of course, is cultured 
genocide, the stifling of spirit. “Remove the spirit,” he 
said, “and you have only robots!” 

Even international law, instrumented by UN, still 
will leave the problem of making the law work. Public 
opinion will play a strong part, just as public opinion 
has created laws that make it mandatory to punish a 
murderer.
